Since tlic Democratic nominees in 
'this County, last year, were denied 
the right to have their names placed 
on the ballot hecause they had tailed 
to file their certificates of nomination, 
with the County Clerk, the people of 
this section have hcen aroused to the 
necessity of strictly observing the 
laws in this and kindred matters. 

It having been questioned by some 
whether or not Judge Settle, who is 
a candidate for a third term for Judge 
of the Court of Appeals, is a legal re- 
sident of this Appellate District, and 
eligible to election, a reporter of this 
paper made an investigation to find 
put the facts. We have learned, and 
state on the best of authority, 
Judge Settle removed, with his 
nily, from Warren county some 
* ' ucen years ago to Frankfort, where 
I home was purchased, and that he 
>s resided there with his family ever 
Ince. It is also disclosed that as a 
atter of fact he did not file or have 
j * feCorded either in Warren county or 
t in Frankfort a statement showing re- 
moval out of Warren county and the 
district was only temporary ai re- 
quired by Section 37til of the Ken- 
Statutes. 

After ascertaining these facts, the 
reporter of this paper laid them be- 
fore several of the leading attorneys 
of this place, among them Judge J. 
i S. Glenn, R. E. Lee Simmerman, C. 
II. Crowe, and W. H. Barnes, and rc- 
\ quested their opinion on the question. 
\Upon investigation of the law per- i 
Wining to the matter they authorized 
jthe following statement: 
\ "Section 114 of the Constitution of 
--' his State provides that no person 
Ian be elected to or hold the office 
if Judge of the Court of Appeals, 
Iho has not been a resident of the | 
Ippellate District from which he is 
lectcd, continuously for at least two i 
'jears next before he is elected. Sec- 
ion :J31 of the Constitution provides; 
hat he must, after his election, while | 
he is holding office, continue to re- 
side in the District from which he is 
elected, and Section 37-01 of the Ken- 
tucky Statutes provides that all offi- 
cers, including Judges of the Court 
of Appeals, whose duties have taken 
them to Frankfort for more than 
three months in the year, may, with 
their families, temporary reside at or 
in the vicinity of Frankfort without 
changing or losing their legal and 



permanent residence in the district 
and precinct where t)>— ' redded at 
the time of such temi rary removal, 
yet that Section of the Statutes fur- 
thter provides. "But in all cases it 
shall be necessary for theofficer so 
intending to temporary remove to 
lile and cause to be recorded in the 
clerk's office of the county court of 
ti.e County of his residence a written 
statement of such intention, whi. ii 
written statement he snail also cause 
n- i corded in the clerk's office of 
. I county court of the county in 
* ich the seat of government is situ- 
ated." 

f rom the above provisions, whicn 
we give in the exact language of the 
Statute, and basing our opinion on 
ti c facts stated, it will be seen that 
\. i en Judge Settle moved v.itu his 
family out of the district and failed 
to lile and have recorded in both 
c unties a statement showing mat 
:.i» removal was only temporary, the 
law conclusively presumes t.iat his 
reuaoval was permanent and he at 
i BC( lost his residence in the district 

. .. wi.ich he removed. 

Under the law a private citizen 
maj temporarily remove out of his 
p icinct or district and continue to 
nold his residence in such precinct 
or district without riling and record- 
ing a certificate in the clerk's office 
of the County court, but a public 
otncial can not do so. The Consti- 
tution and laws of this State require 
uiidclearly point out how a public 
official must hold his residence in the 
uistrict if' he moves out of it with his 
family. This, according to the facts 
stated, Judge Settle has failed to do, 
and so, not being a legal resident in 
this district, he can not lawfully be 
elected from this district. Should he 
be nominated and elected, in our 
opinion, a Republican candidate for 
this office, could contest his election 
on the ground that he was not a le- 
gal resident of the district at the 
time of his election, in which event 
Judge Settle would most likely lose 
the office, although he received a ma- 
jority of all the votes." 

It will be seen that a grave ques- 
tion is presented to the Democratic 
voters in this district and they are 
entitled and it is important for them 
to be fully advised in advance about 
it.

My Dear Mam' Moorman: 

Your sweet letter received about 
fifteen minutes ago. Twenty days 
from Cloverport is rather good time, 
and it came through l'aris too. But 
our mail is now supposed to be sent 
us direct, _ so hereafter address me, 
"U. S. Naval Air Station. Frnmen- 
tine, Vendee, France, care Postmas- 
ter, New York City." 

When I have plenty of time in 
which to write you one of my usual 
lengthy letters it is difficult to choose 
the topic. There are always so many 
things I want to write you about, all 
of which to me are so interesting 
that I scarcely know which to at- 
tempt 

The fact that one happens to be in 
France at this particular time does 
not necessarily mean that he is pos- 
ted on every phase of the war. The 
contrary is true. We only know 
what is being done in our particular 
locality and have not. as a rule, the 
slightest knowledge of what the other 
boys are doing at other parts of the 
line As far as general news of the 
entire situation is concerned, you at 
home know much more than we do, 
The only current newspaper we get 
is the l'aris edition of the Chicago 
Tribune each day. There art a limi- 
ted number of these each day; it is 



printed on one sheet and it's news is 
very meager. 

Under no circumstances are we 
permitted to write of the actual re- 
sults of any encounter with the en- 
emy or the progress of any particular 
battle. Nor would I desire to do so 
even fi I did have the permission for 
the discussion of such topics usually 
have a morbid and depressing effect 
upon both writer and the person to 
whom he is writing. And 1 could 
never write of such things to you — of 
all people— for I know the result and 
effect it would have upon you. and 1 
think more of your safety and happi- 
ness than I do my own. Besides it 
is practically (utile to describe MOM 
things one sees. Furthermore, the 
most vivid imagination in the world 
cannot conjure up such scenes; the) 
must be seen by the "physical'' eye. 
and even then it is hard to believe 

Paradoxical though it may seem, 
the discussion of the war is rarely 
ever heard when we are "off duty"— 
if such a thing be possible You 
probably think of all of us as being 
very sad and melancholy on account 
of the scenes and experiences with 
which we meet on every hand. I 
can easily place myself in your posi- 
tion and realize how difficult it must 
he for you to imagine our being hanp .■ 
and carefree, but nevertheless such 
is the case. 

Before "taps" arc being blown at 
ti p in .. and when we are seated in 
our tents or barracks in the candle- 
light much gaiety usually prevails. 
Some chap will be singing one of the 
popular songs, or rather it was popu- 
lar when he left home. Others, while 
seated on the edge of their cots 
or swinging in their hammocks, will 
tell of some recent amusing exper- 
ience, or talk about xiinething that 
happened tq them in "the States." 
The conversation is invariably of 
some topic which is quite foreign to 
their present condition. Anything is 
of interest which will tend to get 
their minds away from that which 
they are actually facing— if only for 



a few minutes. Still others may be 
seen in the Y. M. C. A., reading, 
writing, playing the phonograph or 
billiards. (Our moving picture out- 
fit has not yet arrived.) They will 
do anything which might offer a little 
relaxation. The officers— that is the 
higher-ups— are aware of this psycho- 
logical side of war and therefore 
leave nothing to be desired in the way 
of amusement or entertainment for 
the men. 

Now. dear mam' Moorman, let me 
attempt to explain to you just why 
many of these weird and peculiar 
forau "f mirth are necessary. Such 
diversions and distractions are ahso-

Acts of the Last Legislature 
as Compiled hy W. S. Ball. 
County Attorney. 

One of the important acts of the 
last legislature which i* of general 
interest and importance to the pitblic 
is what is known as the Vagrancy 
Act. It provides that all able bodied 
male resident* of this State between 
ttlie ages of Hi and i><>. who shall fail 
or refuse to regularly and steadily 
engage for at least M hours per week 
m some lawful and recognized busi- 
ness, profession, occupation or em- 
ployment, whereby he may contri- 
bute to Ihi support oi hfanaaM and 

those dependent upon him. shall be 
held to be a vagrant within the mean- 
ing and effect oi this act. And upon | 
conviction thereof shall he lined not ; 
less than $20 and not more thonflt 
for each- offense. Such offender ; 
shall be reipiired to work upon the 
gejMic roads or streets, not exceed- , 
ing six days for each offense. 

The County Judges. Justices of the ] 
l'eacc, Mayor-, ami Police Judges 
within the State are given jurisdic- 
tion to try such offenders. 

Kach week shall constitute a separ- 
ate offense. 

It shall be the duty of the Sheriffs. 
Deputy Sheriffs. Constables. Mayors,, 
Marshals. Chief of Police. Police- 
men ami all other police officers to i 
arTCf 1 such persons. 

Any Sheriff. Deputy Sheriff. Con- 
stable. Mayor. Marshal. Chief of Po- 
lice, or other police officers tailing 
to discharge his duties hereunder,

Everyone seems to unconsciously re- 
alize that should they leave the com- 
pany of the crowd and go away to 
themselves— alone with their own 
thoughts— they could not stand it; 
their spirits would begin to droop; 
they might lose their nerve or be 
come home-sick. "A victim of nos- 
talgia." the doctor would say. It 
rarely ever happens, but a man is no 
longer any good when the malady 
does strike him. It has even been 
known to drive them insane in 
some cases So a man without a 
jjtrong will does not attempt any 
such reflections. He would uaturallv 
fear the result, anil fearing it would 
realize the consequences, and so be 
docs not often leave the society of 
his comrades. 

That too, is the reason wc are al- 
ways so anxious to visit another 
town when our time for "liberty" 
arrives. Every man is quick to take 
advantage of it; to jump on one of 
the large auto trucks and go to a 
summer resort south of here about 
thirty-live miles for the relaxation 
ol a night and a day. I've written 
you of I.es Sables d'Olonne, andhave 
sent you views of the place. About 
seventy-five of the boys are allowed 
to go at a time, leaving thestation 
at 3 o'clock each Saturday afternoon 
returning Sunday night. 

Before boarding the trucks we are 
lined up for inspection; clothes must 
be spotless, shoes slimed until the 
Commanding Officer can see his 
features reflected in them; hat must 
be immaculate and set correctly on 
head; every button must be in place. 
We literally sparkle we are so clean. 
We form a perfect straight line and 
the Canimanding or Executive Offi- 
cer,, or both, walks slowly down this 
line, stopping in front tk each man 
and giving him a careful appraisal 
from hat to shoes; 1 recall the time 
when you played a similar role of 
Commanding Officer in my young 
life and gave mc just such a careful 
scrutiny, making me "stand at at- 
tention" and pass inspection before 
I could go out and play. The crowd 
usually passes inspection though for 
they know the penalty if they do not. 
He is returned to camp and placed 
second class conduct liberty for two 
months, being restricted to the limits 
of the camp for that length of time. 

After inspection the order is given: 
"Compony-y-y Tenshun — Right Face 
— March!'!' Then we tramp thru the 
dust to the auto truck* for a three 
hour ride down the coast of the beau 
til'ul Bay of Biscay. Kissing thru 
many small-villages enroute.tlie popn 
lace is always out to cheer us: throw- 
ing boquets of flowers at us, etc. 

I am enclosing you a note written 
in French which was attached to a 
boquct of flowers which I caught as 
it was thrown into the crowd by an 
aged French lady. It bad evidently 
been carefully prepared and await- 
ing our arri\al as they look forward 
to our coming each Saturday. Of 
course you can m translate it, it is. 
"Greetings to our brother Americans; 
long live our beautiful France: long 
live the United States." On the end 
of the paper you will notice the words 
"Caniille Classe l-Ju't." That means 
that if the war is still in progress in 
|M1 that he, Caniille — her son — will 
enter it at that time for he will be of 
age then. It was his mother who 
handed up the flowers to us; an old 
French peasant wearing wooden 
shoes and tottering with age. There 
was a pretty little flower garden with 
a few vegetables in it in back of their 
dilapidated brick dwelling from which 
she had taken the flowers for us. 
The house looked terribly run-down 
and neglected and a goat mulched 
quite contentedly on some rubbish 
at the front gate. 

In this little garden in the rear of 
the house was the usual mound of 
earth which one • sees so often, with 
the crude and simple wooden cross 
at the head of it; that of a son who 
had returned wounded and died, or 
who was sent home a corpse. 

It seems as if in the absence oi her 
son the aged mother could no longer 
keep the house am' yard in good con- 
dition. The onl\ VOl which showed 
any sign* of ClM was aro.mU tl.c 
grave in this little i;irl<-i v\;icre the 
dear old soul appeared to have con- 
centrated all the strength and atten- 
tion that her declining years would 
permit. One could easily see this 
for around the mound of heaped-up 
earth the flowers was more luxurant 
while in other parts of the garden 
the vegetables were withering in de- 
cay and only a feeble attempt had 
been made to nurture and care for 
the plants. 

It was very sad, mam' Moorman, 
as the old lady, bent and stooped, 
walked to the roadside and threw the 
flowers in oui midst while she made 
a noble but pathetic effort to will 
I have doubtless witnessed scenes 
much more heart rending and ter- 
rible, but no scene moves or affect* 



me qni'e so quickly as just such an 
one as I have described; that of some 
dear old mother in distress, for it al- 
ways makes me think of my own 
mother, and how very much I love 
her. And I' mention the above in- 
cident not for the sake of any Baikal 
it might contain, but simply to let 
you know that such scenes are but 
frequent occurrences over here. 

But to continue the trip toward 
Les Sables d'HIonne to which t\ 
we are travelling: At the next vil- 
lage, scarcely amile distant, we were 
met by a crowd of shouting JTOUng< 
stcrs who ga\c us a royal reception 
and "hurrahed" us thru the winding 
torturous streets of their little village 
while our powerful trucks with their 
motors going full speed and tin- 
drivers keeping the horns blowing 
constantly, and all the gang yelling 
at the top of their lungs' capacity in 
recognition of the ovation given us 
by the youngsters and the Mademo- 
iselles of the erstwhile peaceful vil- 
lage. 

"Here Come ace Americans." they 
say. all along the route, and then we 
rush thru their sleepy little hamlets 
along the way with much noise— 
chstracterislic of the typical Ameri- 
can—while chickens, goat-, and dogs 
flee from our path and we arc envel- 
oped by the clottd of dust which fol- 
lows in our wake. 

Upon our BrrirnJ at Les Sables d' 
Olonne. a city of about twenty-live 
thousand, hundreds of the inhabitants 
arae out to welcome us and we make 
this same sensational entrance with 
great gusto as some conquering gen- 
eral might have decended upon an- 
cient Rome. We are the only Am- 
erican troop* who have ever visited 
the city ami although we have been 
going there for several weeks, our 
visits have not'yct ceased to be a 
novelty to the natives. They arc 
WOnderfnl people though, as arc all 
the French. This city, as I have told 
pan in other letters, was. prior t > 
the war. one of the most popular 
saw m«r resorts in all France, being 
excelled* only by Nice and Monte 
Carlo on the Mediterranean. Now, 
ROWCVef, the attractions are not 
quite so numerous bwt it is still a 
very live place. Here the different 
allied soldiers come to recuperate. 
Every color and design of uniform 
imaginable is atcn upon the board 
walk and the atmosphere has a de- 
cidedly military flavor. 

While Standing in front of, our ho- 
tel there two Sundays ago enjoyiing 
the smooth, blue waters of the Bay 
of Biscay. I was approached by a 
French soldier who. aiter standing 
by me for a few minutes, finally said 
very slowly and carefully. "Isn't them 
waters placid?" 1 agreed with him 
that they were, but did not attempt 
to go into any lengthy explanation 
in the French language as to why I 
thought so for fear 1 might be guilty 
of giving him probably a worse shock 
than he had given me. But I knew 
that I couldn't go far wrong by say- 
ing. "Dili .Monsieur." In a short 
while this man sauntered on down 
the promenade, anil another took his 
place. Hi* English, however, wai 
a trifle further advanced than the 
first man's. At least, what he did 
say he said remarkably well; lie 
knew how to ask for a cigarette 
Further thtan that Idoubt if he had 
any ambitions— linguistically speak- 
ing—for when they arrive at the 
stage where they can successfully 
ask for a cigarette, nothing else mat- 
ters — except getting it. It is ex- 
ceedingly difficult for the French to 
secure cigarettes, for our canteens 
and Y./M. C. A's have but a limited 
supply ami will only sell them to Am- 
ericans. The average Frenchman 
would sell his soul for a package of 
American cigarettes. Doubtless the 
aroma of the Fatinia which I was 
-.niuking assailed his nostrils, for he 
said in rather ponderous: accents 
"(iilT me one ci ga-rette, eef you 
pleeze"! did, After lighting same 
for him he replied. "Merci licaiicoup. 
Monsieur," and Strolled off puffing 
away contentedly much to the envy 
oi his brother Frenchmen along the 
board walk. 

1 am also enclosing you a silk 
handkerchief— a souvenir of France. 
It a/aa given me byMadame Poontoi- 
zeau, an old French lad] who inn* ,i 
restaurant here, and where I often 
take my meals She purchases it in 
Nantes, to which city she recently 
made a trip Her photograph ap- 
pears on a post-card which 1 sent 
you. She is shown standing direct- 
ly in front of her cafe. Madame is a 
dear old soul, constantly mothering 
all of the boys, and they all admire 
her very much. I've learned more 
French from her than anyone else, 
although, pardon me — she has a rath- 
er charming daughter that isn't such 
a bad instructor. N'est-ce-pas. ? 
keep ilie kcliief for me until I re- 
turn as I'll always value it very high- 
ly 

Did you receive the picture of my 
Friend, the French Corporal, which 
I scut you: He is an interpeter at 
this station at present. He is to 
start a Ftench class here very short- 
ly and 1 intend entering it.

Germany are treated bartlj. but <ot- 

maa prisoners nre treated humanely 
and even generously In French pris- 
ons Just the same, writes Don Martin 
in the New York Herald. I asked 
nn olllcer In charge of a French prison 
camp why this Is. and he shrugged 
his shoulders nnd snld merely: 
"Ah!" 

I'nless one could see the gesture 
accompanying the monosyllable he 
would hardly know what meaning to 
attach to it. It really meant: 

"Oh, what's the use of being bru- 
tal to Individuals just because some 
one else Is? We wish we could, but 
we can't." 

I hnve Inspected several prisons, 
some Inrge and some small, nnd In 
every one I have found the Germans 
treated quite as well as civil prisoners 
In normal times nnd In many Instances 
better. Officers are not humiliated In 
any way. In fact they receive better 
treatment, a stranger would think, 
than they are really entitled to. 
Prisoners Live Happily. 

On n low hill about 1,000 feet frnm 
a main road of France stands a prison 
—five low wooden buildings surround- 
ed by two barbed wire fences, with 
armed pickets always patrolling out- 
side, lien- are -jiki Hermans, many of 
them prisoners taken in the early bat- 
tle of the Somme, but some tnken 
more recently. They nre nil privates 
nnd constitute as happy a family as 
one could find where personal liberty 
Is the one thing desired ami denied. 

The Claims ua stood at their barbed 

fences hours ut n time and watched 
the endless line of soldiers. When It 
wns the blue of Frnnce that w as mov- 
ing past the Germans were not partlcm 
lariy Interested. They hnd seen that 
for years, 'They know France always 
bus bad an endless line of everything 
needed for war. Hut when they saw 
the khaki of America tiling or rolling 
by for a whole day und then for an- 
other, and heard the muddy sliudle of 
feet through the night, there was a 
change in the dull expression of those 
German eyes. It wus ot this time that 
I want to the prison to learn what they 
thought nf what they hud seen. First 
it should be stilted thnt these prisoners 
Bee little of recent developments In 
the wnr. They must form tlielr opin- 
ions from rucb fragments of conversa- 
tion us they hear from their keepers 
nnd from what they see, as, for In- 
stance, from the long, long line of 
Americans, the first they had seen. 

In this particular prison the new- 
comers had brought the news situation 
up to early spring, but as for the big 
offensive the prisoners knew only that 
there probably would be one. 

Americans Surprise Germans. 

When I asked If there wus a German 
nmnng the two hundred who could 
speak Rnglish, a good looking young 
innn, with a typical Teutonic mustache, 
red checks, a glow of health, wns call- 
ed out. He stepped Into my presence 
like an automaton, clicked his heels to- 
gether and saluted the French cupte'l. 
He told me he wns a private; ilmi 
has a home In Lucerne, Swltzerlaa 
that he fought eight months, but 
never wouuded ; that he Is in the who| 
sale dry goods business In Merlin, 
that he does business with John Wl 
maker, Marshall Field und Stern' 
Mrothers. 

"What do you think of nil the Ameri- 
cans you have seen puar tig here recent- 
ly?" I nsked him. 

"I have seen many Americans," he 
said. "I was surprised that you have 
so many in France." 

Another prisoner, less prepossessing 
in appearance tbiin the first, was asked 
about things in general. He spoke 
English poorly. 

"I live in Merlin and work in a bank, 
but was in the war for two years. 
When the wur Is over I um going to 
Switzerland to live. I would go to 
America, but they don't like Oermuns 
over there any more."

Shot Like Torpedo From Sunken 
Craft 120 Feet Below 
the Suface. 

London— Harrowing details of the 
destruction of one of the largest and 
more recently constructed German 
( submarines are given In a dispatch 
'from a neutral correspondent. This 
suhmiirine wits one of the last to leave 
Zeehrugge hefore the entrance to the 
harbor was blocked by British forces 
on April 24. 

Th" U-boat s! ruck n mine, and out 
of the crew of 40 only two survived on 
reaching the surface after a terrible 
snuggle with death for nn hour and 
n half, 20 fathoms below the surface. 
Some at the crew committed suicide, 
having lost nil hope of leaving the bout 
alive. 

The only chance of escaping wr.s to 
force open the conning tower and the 
forward hatchet und trust to the com- 
pression of air in one part of the ves- 
sel to force each men like n torpedo 
to the surface. The air pressure in 
the submarine had become so high that 
a great majority of the Germans could 
not keep their mouths closed. 

The compressed air shot them to 
the surface ami hardly had they 
reached the sea level when the nlr 
pressure burst their lungs and about 
twenty of them sunif like stones. The 
.survivors described the yells of the 
men. when the end came, us the most 
horrible noise they had ever heard. 

The attention of u British trawler! 
was BttrMted and It hastened to the 
rescue. The condition of the survivors 
showed that their experiences in the I 
submarine bad been of a dreadful 1 
character.
